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LOCARNO DIMS GLORY OF LEAGU 

Great Britain, through the treaty ,af Locarno, as-| 
sumed the leadership in European affairs, scrapped 
the Geneva protocol and sent the Leagtte of Nations 
back into the corner, according to Albert H. Laidlaw, 
in the current number of the National Republic. 
Among other things Mr. Laidlaw says: 

Having scrapped the Geneva protocol of ar- 
bitration, security and disarmament by her re- 
fusal to ratify it, thus further weakening the in- 
herently weak league of nations, Great Britain, 
by her diplomacy at the Locarno conference has 
relegated the league inio the second class as an 
instrumentality of European peace and security, 
and has set up in place of it a first class instru- 
ment more responsive to the fine Britannic hand 
which fashioned. it and will control it.. The se- 
curity treaties negotiated at Locarno restore Great 
Britain to her old place of dominance, reestab- : 
lish the Concert of Europe which the World 
‘War had thrown into a discord of wild jazz, and 
give-e very strong hope if not unqualified assur- 
ance, of another substantially durable period of 
harmony under the baton of a venerable and ex- 
perienced conductor commonly known as John 
Bull. 

“Preceded by the Dawes plan as the first approxi- 
mately practicable step in the direction of economic 
rehabilitation in Europe, the arbiiration and security 
treaties just concluded at Locarno are the first ap- 
proximately practicable: moves in the direction of a 
lasting peace among the great powers of Europe since 
the armistice of 1918. It would be a foolhardy pro- 
phesy to say that these treaties mean perpetual peace | 
for Europe, but it is perfectly reasonable to hope and | 
to. expect that, by reason of them, the world’s next | 
great war is, to say the least, remote. Wars have not 
ended and only fools and blind men expect them to! 
be endedg . . . . But the peril of another cata- 
clysm has been reduced to a minimum: British recon- | 
cilation .not merely with Germany, but with France,

OURSELVES AND INDUSTRY

Most of us can remember as far 
back as twenty years ago, aud a few 
moments of recollection will bring to 
mind the amazing increase that has 
taken place during this time in’ the 
amount’ and variety of goods within 
reach of the average individual.
